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The freshness of Spring is heartening to any community, but this season is posi¬ 
tively munificent to Princeton. Whether you spend a lifetime, four impressionable 
college years, or a mere weekend here, Princeton’s radiance in Spring leas es an 
unforgettable impression. It is a moment for the sentimentalist, when the appre¬ 
hension of June exams has not yet troubled the atmosphere. After the affront of 
a New Jersey winter, Nature suddenly becomes prodigal with gifts of sunshine 
and blossom. At this youthful season, somewhere between the first senior beer 
jacket and the last academic gown, the historic town is in its most beguiling mood. 
The moment is kind to the inquiring camera too, clothing the trees with a trans¬ 
parent screen of light foliage with none of the bareness of winter or the opacity’ 
of the summer leaf. Here is a propitious time for the presumptuous lensman to 
attempt to capture the haunting and affectionate image which is carried in later 
life bv countless Princetonians. 
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Princeton is a community of varied accomplishments. An intellectual stronghold 
second to none in this country and the seat of one of our greatest universities, its 
name figured proudly during the Revolution. Its venerable relics and archTfectural 
treasures are many. It is pleasant to record that Princeton's historic and intellectual 
significance is today matched by its external beauty. 

This volume has none of the aspirations of a guidebook or history. Princeton 
already has an exceedingly good guide, and its illustrious past was recently drama¬ 
tized in a bicentennial pictorial history which remains a major achievement in its 
field. These accomplishments leave this book free for a more light-hearted pur- 
«nt-the search for an impression of Princeton's fresh indefinable charm in Spring 
Tins may not be a very weighty assignment in view of the creative thought which
